ment. He is, perhaps, Europe’s most bril- 
liant ‘strategist of. politics, but. it appears 
that the methods by which his Minister 
for’ Finance, M. Caillaux, proposes to 
rehabilitate the franc will have small 
concern with strategy or with any tactics 
save those of the frontal attack. The new 
Cabinet will meet the Chamber to-morrow, 
and will find itself confronted, almost 
immediately, with formidable criticism. 
All the questions that are most likely 
to embarrass the Government will be intro- 
duced in the first few minutes of the first 
debate. Four of these deal with matte-s 
of general policy; and the fifth, which 
will be raised, by the Socialists, covers 
financial policy, including the problems 
of the American war debt. The Govern- 
ment, however, is confident of a majority— 
at least, in its early days of office. The 
Centre and the Left Centre will support 
it solidly. The Communists and Socialists 
will vote against it, but it is calculated 
that the combined opposition will not 
control more than 180 votes. M. Caillaux 
has made no delay in the opening of. his 
campaign of national economy. He has 
informed his colleagues that he requires 


committee whose researches will help him 
to check extravagance in all departments 
of the State. 

An essential condition of the recovery 
of French finance is the ratification of the 
Franco-American debt settlement; for 
the franc cannot be stabilised without 
large credits in pounds and dollars. 
The report of the Committee of Experts, 
which was appointed by M. Briand’s late 
Government, is nearly ready, and, as is 
believed, will advocate strongly an early 
ratification of the Washington agreement. 
Unfortunately this agreement, in its 
present form, is not popular in France. 
M. Caillaux, who preceded M. Berenger 
as negotiator at Washington, regards the 
absence of a “safeguard clause” as a 
radical flaw. The Chamber reflects the 
popula: opinion that the United States 
has driven an unduly hard bargain, and 
the Nationalists are 
against the clause by 
Government agrees to issue bearer bonds 
for the payment of its debt. If the 
Chamber refuses to ratify the agreement, 
M. Briand may seek to re-open negotia- 
tions at Washington; but any prolonged ' 
be fatal to M. Caillaux's 
programme, which demands a _ swift 
restoration of national stability. M. 
Caillaux’s next problem concerns the re- 
adjustment of domestic finance, and here, 
as it seems, he is preparing to defy the 
Committee of Experts, which, according to 
trustworthy report, rejects the utilisation 
of the gold reserve of the Banque de 
France and seeks to depend mainly on 
foreign credits. Hitherto the Bank has 
retained a certain measure of independence. 
The la.. Minister for Finance, M. Péret, 
complained of its refusal to engage its 
gold reserves as security for a foreign 
loan; and now the abrupt and startling 
dismissal of its Governor, M. Robineau, 
is proof that it has come into direct conflict 
with M. Caillaux’s plans. 

The dismissal of M. Robineau is the first 
proof of a truly drastic régime at the 
Ministry of Finance, and it throws some 
light on M. Caillaux’s policy. He has 
not hesitated to defy the opinion of the 
world’s money markets—which is strictly 
conservative—by his high-handed dealings 
with the Bank of France. It appears also 
that, against the view of the Bank's late 
controllers, he intends to have recourse 
to methods of inflation, either in its 
avowed form, or by devices which will 
relieve the Government of the need to seek 
the Chamber's authority for an increase of 
the legal limit of note issue. Speculation | 
is busy with possible development in other 
directions... It is understood that M. 
Caillaux hopes to be able to balance the 
Budget mainly by economies, that he will 
permit no increases of salaries without a 
corresponding curtailment of personnel, 
and that he will convert the rentes in 
order to reduce the interest. There is talk

A Canadian Crisis. 


Canada is about to: fose Baron Byng of 
Vimy, than whom there seldom has been a 
more popular and successful Governor- 
General. In July Lord Byng will leave 
office and will be succeeded by Viscount 
Willingdon. During the Great War Lord 
Byng commanded the Canadian Corps, and 
thus acquired both an intimate knowledge 
of the men of the Dominion and a high 
place in the admiring regard of their 
people. As Governor-General, he made 
splendid use of his peculiar opportunities. 
Canada is a “ rough-and-ready”’ land, 
where the manual worker predominates 
and there are few Jeisured folk. Lord 
Byng had precjsely the gifts necessary 
for success in a community of pioneers. 
He mixed with every class in Canada’s 
population, and travelled 
far and wide in the great Dominion, 
touching the Arctic His 
influence proportionately in 
fostering a Canadian ynity and an imperial 
pride. In years of extreme difficulty, 
when Canada shared the strain of those 
centrifugal forces which have disrupted 
many nations, the Governor-Genera! 
wrought so well that he leaves Canada at 
once more Canadian and more British 
than at any former time in her history. 
It is, therefore, greatly to be deplored that 
the “incaléulable accidents of politics have 


work-a-day 
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overclouded Lord Byng’s last weeks in 
the Dominion with a party crisis that has 
excited not a little bitterness. Mr. 
Mackenzie King’s Liberal Government has 
stood upon a flimsy majority ever since its 
foundation, six months ago, and the 
Premier’s conduct of affairs has not made 
for stability. During the past week the 
Liberals suffered three defeats, and their 
continuance in power has become virtually 
impossible. Only by one vote was an 
adjournment secured until to-day, and it 
is expected that’ the decisive vote will be 
taken within the next twenty-four hours, 
resulting in the downfall of Mr. King’s 
Administration. Mr. King, however, 
stands upon the order of his going. He 
claims that his conduct of affairs, with 
the consent of the House, during a period 
tn which a Budget was passed, entitles 
him to expect a dissolution of Parliament. 
If Lord Byng should decline to dissolve 
Parliament and should invite the Conser- 
vatives to form a Government, the swing- 
over of French-Canadian votes might 
enable the new Administration to run for 
a time as successfully as Mr. King’s, and 
then to resign at a moment favourable for 
a Conservative victory at the polls. Con- 
servatives claim that, since Mr. King 
already has held office twice, the second 
election, which gave him enfeebled and in- 
sufficient support, proves that the people 
of the Dominion are not. prepared to 
entrust their fortunes to him. Between 
the two positions Lord Byng has an ex- 
ceedingly difficult choice to make. If Mr. 
King is beaten to-day and the Governor- 
General asks the Conservatives to form a 
Government, Mr. King will lose the 
strategic advantage, and his followers are 
likely to manifest their dissatisfaction in 
vigorous terms. If, on the other hand, 
Mr. King is granted his dissolution. the 
present opposition will complain that he 
bas been given a second and unearned 
opportunity to reinstate himself in the 
pubiic favour. 


Lures for Travellers. 


On Thursday the Great Western Rail- 
way Company will resume its daily mail 
services to Ireland by Fishguard and Ross- 
lare. This is a happy token of the com- 
pany’s confidence in a swelling volume of 
tourist traffic. Some readers may remember 
how the late Robert Barr, that far-travelled 
novelist, discovered the beauties of the 
Rosslare entrance to Ireland some twenty 
years ago. Fresh from a journey across 
hemispheres, Barr crossed the - Channel, 
making for Dublin. When the railway 
had carried him from Rosslare through 
verdant Wexford, into South Wicklow, 
where the river beside the railway line 
goes foaming over its shallow, brown bed 
between tall walls of tree-clad hills, the 
traveller abandoned the train to go 
wandering through beauties that bewildered 
him, the like of which he declared that he 
neyer had seen in his longer journeys. 
Here, within eight hours’ reach of Euston, 
was country, the charms of which ‘never 
had been recounted to this noted writer. 
We may guess how little the general 
rublic across the Channel knows, as yet, of 
what touring in Ireland has to offer. In 
his 7dler Barr sought to publish news 
of his discovery. Norway to-day sets an 
example of “broadcasting ' on the ether 
tidings of her attractions. During the 
next few weeks, on Monday and Friday 
nights, English talks on touring in Norway 
will be delivered from the stations at

H is 
certain, at least, that Peel was firm in desiring 
that Galway should be the seat of one of the 
new Queen’s Colleges to be set up under his 
University Education plan for Ire and. 

These were the institutions known in Irish 
history as the “‘ godless colleges.” ' Even on 
the very night when Graham (Sir Thomas 
Graham, one of Peel’s Ministers) introduced 
the bill creating them, no less staunch a Tory 
and Protestant than Sir Robert Inglis had 
jumped up and denounced ‘a gigantic scheme 
of godless education,’’’ wrote Lord Morley 
of that episode. “The Catholics loudly 
echoed this Protestant phrase. The three 
colleges were speedily condemned by the Pope 
as fatal to faith and morals, and were formally 
denounced by the Synod of Thurles in 1850. 
The fulminations of the Church did not ex- 
tinguish these modest cegtres of light and 
knowledge, but they cast a creeping blight 
upon them.” 

That extract will serve as a summary of 
the general story of the fate of Peel s design; 
the details of the partial failure of the plan 
to create university institutions that would 
appeal to the Protestants of the North and 
the Catholics of the South and West have been 
told again and again in many a pamphlet and 
Blue Book. Focussing the story on Galway, 
we find that the Queen’s College there was 
begun after the passing of Peel’s Bill by the 
erection. on a site of fourteen acres, of college 
buildings on which the original sum of £32,743 
was expended out of State money, supple- 
mented by a small further sum for museum 
and library provision. The expenditure, it 
will be noted, was almost exactly one-third of 
the total of £100,000 granted for the building 
of the three new colleges for North, South, 
and West respectively. When the three 
colleges were opened, the design was cOm- 
pleted by the establishment of Queen’s 
University. 


THE QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY. 

The Queen’s Colleges were incorporated in 
1849, and the University in 1850. Careful 
historians point out that condemnation of the 
colleges was not general at first; there was a 
strong body of opinion in favour of using the 
new system for what it was worth pending a 
closer approach to the ideal, and it was al- 
most an accidental set of. circumstances that 
spoilt, the prospects of the colleges. As re- 
appointments and. other mat- 
ters, the initiators of the plan 
in London had dealt generously towards 
Roman Catholic claims, but Dub'n 
Castle soon took a hand and raised grounds 
of irritation, and in England the wave of 
anti-Catholic feeling that is marked by the 
Ecclesiastical Titles Act occurred as an ad- 
verse factor. Things went: wrong. 

The first President of the Galway College 
was Dr. Kirwan, a Roman Catholic priest. 
He was followed by a Protestant, Mr. Bewick. 
Among the successors of these at the head of 
the college were Sir Thomas Moffett and Dr. 
W. J. M. Starkie (afterwards Resident Com- 
missioner of National Education), and the 
latter was succeeded in 1899 by Dr. Alexander 
Anderson, who has presided over the college 
ever since. 

The Queen’s University was dissolved by 
the Act of 1879, which did not affect other- 
wise the constitution of the Queen’s Colleges. 
They carried on, but it is an admitted fact 
that they suffered by the change that occurred 
in the substitution of the Royal University as 
a purely examining body. It was alleged by 
the representatives of Galway College that it 
suffered more tlian the others, because it had 
only a small representation on the Board of 
Examiners. Students competing for a degree 
chose a college that was represented most 
strongly among the examiners. A candidate 
up for examination from Galway, where a 
certain prescribed book had been 
was told by a fellow-examinee, 
won't be examined on that at all.” 
college, which supplied the examiner, that 
book had not been studied. When under 
those conditions, the Connaught men went 
elsewhere, the Galway College became a 
happy hynting-ground for Ulster Presby- 
terians, who found that they had, at least, an 
even chance of getting the whole of their 
course on scholarships and éxhibitions, and 
might even make a profit by picking up 
prizes that were numerous in proportion to 
students. 


FAMOUS GRADUATES. 


A plan to convert the Galway College into 
an Institute of Agricultural Technology was 
supported strongly before the Royal Commis- 
sion on University Education in 1901-02, but 
the College continued as it was until the final 
condemnation of the Royal University and 
the establishment of the National University 
with Galway as one of the constituent Un!- 
versity colleges. Thus the college itself, 
though affected by outside circumstances, has 
had a continuous history since its incorpora- 
tion in 1849—one might almost since 
its name was spoken by Peel's Minister in 
1845. One noteworthy fact in connection with 
that aspect of continuity is that in the latter 
half of its existence it has had on its staff a 
remarkable proportion of former students of 
Queen's College. Dr. Anderson, the Presi- 
dent, was first Peel Prizeman there in 1876. 

Though the Royal Commission of 1901 
found the College at its leanest period, it was 
not unimpressed by the work of the college 
and the spirit of the staff. ‘If the question 
were now where to place a college,” the 
Commissioners said, “ probably no one would 
propose Galway. ut the college does exist; 
it has admirable buildings, and it has done 
and is doing a certain amount of useful 
work,” Its engineering and medical schools. 
in particular, have trained many men for the 
public services throughout the Empire. Scores 
of its medical graduates went into the Army 
and Navy Medical Services, and some reached 
high rank, and men trained in its Engineer- 
ing School have been prominent in Indian 
public works and railway services, and in 
similar services in the Dominions and 
Colonies. ‘‘It is remarkable,” the Royal 
Commission commented, ‘‘ that the Engineer- 
ing School shows more vitality in Galway 
than in the other Colleges.’’ Perhaps, more 
than half the county surveyors and assistant 
surveyors in the twenty-six counties of the 
Irish Free State are Galway-trained men, and 
the Irish railway engineering departments are 
thick with them. 

Among administrators, 
was the most distinguished of Galway 
alumni. Sir Andrew Reed, an Inspector- 
General of the Royal Irish Constabulary, and 
several other officers of that force, were 
Galway College men. In medicine, we may 
recall Sir Thornley Stoker, Dr. Sigerson, and 
Sir William Thompson; in Law. Mr. Justice 
Monroe (a former Judge of the High Court of 
Ireland), Lord Atkinson, Mr. R. A. M‘Call. 
K.C., who held a distinguished position at 
the Bar in England, and Judge Rentoul: in 
Science, Professor J. A. M‘Clelland and Pro- 
fessor Hugh Ryan. Dr. Maguire, the first 
Roman Catholic Fellow of Trinity College. 
Dublin, was a student, and afterwards Pro- 
fessor, at Queen's College, Galway: and Mr. 
William Kennedy, a present Fellow of 
Trinity College, also studied there.

NO ATTACK ON WAGES. 


Some peoplé think that what we 
are doing is a first move in a genera! 
attack on wages and hours. I say, 
on behalf of the Government, that it 
is nothing of the kind,—Sir Arthur 
Steel-Maitland, Minister of.

TO REVIEW WAGES. 


Apparently he would want the agreement 
to be based in some way upon the natianlisa- 
tion of royalties and the establishment of sell- 
ing-agencies, He added—‘If they will do 
that we will hammer out an agreement.

LADY HOUSTON AND HER 
FORTUNE. 
APPLICATION IN JERSEY 
COURT. 

The civil rights of Lady Houston, widow of 
Sir Robert Houston, the millionaire ship- 
owner, were discussed in the Royal Court of 

Jersey on Saturday last. 

Sir Robert Houston, who died on April 
14th of this year, left an estate of £7,000 ,000, 
the bulk of which went to his widow, Lady 
Houston. In May last the question of Lady 
Howston’s mental condition was raised in the 
Roval Court. and the Court, holding that she 
was mentally and physically incapable of 
taking care of*herself and her fortune, ap- 
pointed a curator.

CAILLAUX’S | 
POLICY. 
REASON FOR CHANGES 
IN THE BANK OF 
FRANCE. | 


GOLD RESERVE. 
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A FIRST MOVE TO 
STABILISE THE 
FRANC.

M. Georges Robineau, who has been 
Governor of the Banque de France for six 
years, has been superseded by M. A. H. E. 
Morean, Honorary Inspector-General of 
Finance, and Director-General of the 
Banque d’Algerie—a change which indi- 
cates the direction in which M. Caillaux’s 
financia] plans are tending. 

As a tribute to his long and distin- 
guished service, M- Robineau has been 
appointed Honorary Governor of the 
Banque de France. M. Moreau is suc- 
ceeded by M. Picard, Chief Assistant- 


Ajovernor of the Banque de France, whose 


place is taken by M. Leclerc, the second 
Assistant-Governor. Professor Rist, of 
the Faculty of Law, is appointed 
Assistant-Governor in the place of M. 
Leclerc. Both M. Moreau and Professor 
Rist have been members of the Committee 
of Experts. 

The news which had been reported for 
the past two days, and officially denied 
yesterday until six o’clock in the evening, 
fills many columns of the Press to-day. 


STABILISING THE FRANC. 

M. Robineau differed with M. Peret as to 
the part which the Banque de France should 
play in the stabilisation of the franc. The 
same divergence of views has now arisen 
with M. Caillaux. Two principles of busi- 
ness management are here in opposition. 
Generally speaking, it is a safe maxim for a 
busines house to keep its resgefves intact and 
its property unencumbered, and to obtain its 
working capital by the use of its credit as a 
solvent institution. This is possible provided 
that its credit is maintained by the soundness 
and volume of its business. That is the first 
principle. 

If, however, that credit is abused and be- 
comes exhausted, it may become necessary 
to employ part of the institution’s reserves 
or to mortgage its property in order to re- 
establish it. That is the second principle. 

The same reason may be applied to the 
Banque de France and the affairs of the 
French nation. Under M. _  Robineau’s 
management the gold reserve of the bank 
guaranee, on which the credit of the country 
depends, has been carefully kept intact since 
the war. 

CREDIT RUINED. 

Meanwhile, its credit was ruined against 
its will by the demands made upon it by the 
State, which caused it to increase its issue of 
notes without maintaining the assurance that 
they could be exchanged for gold. 

he financial experts now consider that the 
time has come for the bank to restore its 
credit, and incidentally stabilise the franc, 
by using part of its gold reserve. M. Robineau 
sticks to the theory of keeping that reserve 
intact, at any rate for the present. Those 
principles are equally sound, provided that 
the affairs which the bank has to finance are 
well managed, 

Those of France have for some time been 
mismanaged, for money has been spent 
‘beyond the means of the country. M. Caillaux 
intends to apply the second principle, at the 
same time returning to sound’ management, 
by bringing the expenditure of the country 
within its means. 

THE BANK’S GOLD. 

M. Robineau, with the interests of his 
shareholders at heart, no doubt considers that 
there is not yet a sufficient guarantee that 
sound management will be re-introduced, for 
the bank to part with its gold. Incidentally 
that is the attitude adopted towards the 
French Government both by foreign banks 
and French citizens. 

The stabilisation of a depreciated currency 
can only be attained by degrees. The first 
step is for the bank of issue to restore the 
convertibility of its notes into gold in deal- 
ings with foreign countries at a rate which 
fairly represents their current value. Only 
after spaliiinadion is well assured can gold be 
exchanged for notes within the country.

PARTY. 


From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


It is expected that the Dail will com- 
plete the work of the session on Friday, 
and that,.except for a meeting next week 
to receive bills from the Senate, it will 
not re-assemble until October. 

The measures which the Executive 
Council intends to have ready for the 
King’s assent during the next fortnight 
are :—Finance, Tariff Commission, Betting. 
Trade Loans Guarantee (Amendment), 
Road Fund Advances Juries (Dublin), 
Court Officers, and Agricultural Education 
Bills. It is doubtful whether anything 
will be heard of the new liquor bill before 
the autumn, but I am informed that an 
effort will be made to have it in operation 
before next Christmas. 

Two matters, of which something may be 
heard before the recess, are the recom- 
mendations of the Constitution Committee 
and the Government’s intentions regarding 
medical registration in the Saorstat. It 
is said that permanent legislation embody- 
ing the terms of the recent settlement of 
the question of the medical register is 
being drafted. 


THE NEXT ELECTION. 

The General Election will not be held until 
August, 1927, but already the. different 
parties are preparing for it. It was decided 
some months ago by the Government Party 
headquarters that a start could not be made 
too early, and accordingly arrangements 
were made for the holding of a series of 
county conventions which would be addressed 
by the different members of the Government. 
Pressure of Parliamentary business, however, 
is apt to upset the plans of party organisers, 
and during. the last few weeks Ministers 
were beginning to find that they had little 
time or energy to devote to electioneering 
work. With the beginning of the summer 
recess the practice of having week-end 
“rallies "’ will be resumed, an example 
which is likely to be followed by the other 
political parties. 

That the election will be the most interest- 
ing held since 1918 there is no gainsaying. 
‘ithe contending parties are likely to number 
anything from a dozen to a score. How 
many of them will be taken seriously bv the 
electors remains to be seen. There are people 
who predict total extenction for Fianna Fail 
aud the annihiliation of+*the Farmers’ Party. 
‘The members of the latter are not inclined 
to be despondent. They believe that the 
party will be considerably strengthened, and 
at least one member is sufficiently optimistic 
to have aspirations in the divection of the 
Presidency of the next Executive Council. 

No definite alignment of parties is likely 
for many months to come, but the signs at 
the moment are that the contestants will in- 
clade:—Cumann na nGaedheal, Labour, In- 
dependents, Farmers, Licensed Trade, Con- 
stitutional Republicans, Abstentionist Repub- 
licans, Cork Progressives, Town Tenants, Na- 
tionalists. 


A CENTRE PARTY. 

Much has been heard lately of efforts to 
form a strong Centre Party, and influences are 
said to be at work to bring about a fusion of 
“certain forces which once counted and are 
still capable of exercising some influence in 
national affairs” The words quoted were 
used in the course of conversation with me 
by one who is actively identifying himself 
with the movement to form a new group. 


Irish Party, explained that there was no 
question of confining membership of the pro- 
posed new group to those who had been 
associated in the past with Mr. Dillon or the 
late Mr. John Redmond. 

“There is room for a strong Centre Party,.”’ 
he said, ‘‘ composed of professional and com- 
mercial men, and generally representative of 
those sections of the community that for one 
reason or another have at the present time 
no vo.ce in the administration of the country. 
There is, for instance, a big body of ex- 
servicemen in the twenty-six counties, and 
there is no reason why they should not look 
for representation. You have as well what 
might be called the old Nationalists. There 
is no reason why they should not begin to 
take an active interest in public affairs. The 
same applies to those who used to be called 
the Southern Unionists. Take the commercial 
community generally and consider if it 
adequately represented. It cannot be denied 
that there are big sections of the citizens 
whose interests are not represented—perhaps 
through their own fault—as they ought to be 
represented in the native Parliament. 

““ Apart from anything else, the political life 
of the country is becoming stagnant, and it 
never can become anything else until you have 
a healthy and effective opposition in the 
Dail, an opposition that potentially is an 
alternative Government, and one that would 
command the confidence and respect of the 
people.”

STEPS TAKEN. 

I gather that already definite steps have 
been taken in the matter of promoting the 
formation of a new party. A meeting of 
those interested—including some of the 
younger members of the old Irish Party— 


| was recently held in Jury’s Hotel, and a 


committee was set up to devise ‘‘ ways and 
means.” The committee has held one or two 
meetings, but I am told nothing tangible is 
likely to result from their deliberations for 
some time to come, 

It is not expected that the dissolution of 
Farliament will take place before August, 
1927, but the electioneering campaign will, in 
all probability, be in full swing at least six 
months before that. Miss MacSwiney does 
not appear as yet to have enlightened her 
followers as to her intentions, and there may 
or may not be any foundation for the sug- 
gestion that she intends to proclaim a 
boycott. Mr. de Valera’s Fianna Fail, Miss 
MacSwiney’s Sinn Fein, and the People’s 
Party are all suffering from lack of funds. 
The truth seems to be that none of the 
political parties possesses a substantial elec- 
tion fund, and, if rumour speaks correctly, 
Cumann na nGaedheal is still congratulating 
itself on the notable achievement of replac- 
ing an overdraft by a ‘ balance to credit.”

CAIRO BADLY SHAKEN.

CAIRO, Sunday.

MINERS’ WAGES. 


THE QUESTION EXAMINED. 


Lord Midleton writes the following letter 
to The Times :—One aspect of the con- 
troversy respecting miners’ wages has ap- 
parently escaped general notice, and if I draw 
attention to it, it is with no desire whatever 
to reduce the miners’ standard of living. 
On the contrary, I wish that, if the miners 
suffer reduction, the higher receipts of cer- 
tain classes engaged in the sheltered trades 
very closely conpected with mining profits 
could also be browght under review. 

We hear from the miners’ leaders that the 
miners are in receipt of “ starvation wages,”’ 
that their earnings are already '“' below the 
subsistence level,” that they have “ notihng 
to give away.” How is this borne out by the 
tables of absenteeism, which are surely a test 
of the above statement’ 

The Royal Commission reported that 44 
per cent. fairly represented the rate of un- 
avoidable absenteeism. Deducting this from 
the recorded percentages for Great Britain, 
we find that among men working at the coal- 
face—naturally the highest paid—nearly 5 
per cent. of wages is lost avoidably in the 
Eastern federated area, including Yorkshire, 
over 7 per cent.; in Cumberiand, nearly 9 
per cent. In what other trade can a man 
afford to give up nearly. one shilling in every 
pound, in Yorkshire ls. 5d.. in Cumberland 
ls. 9d.? Would a man whose wages are 
below the ‘subsistence level” do it? 
What other trade is expected to. make a 
profit when large bodies of workmen withdraw 
themselves from labour for a day, leaving 
the employer to bear all the standing charges 
spread over a much-limited output?

PUBLIC GOLF, 


REFERENCES AT DINNER OF 


IRISH PRESS G.5. 


The members of the Irish Press Golfing Society 
held their competition for the Captain John Arnott 
Memorial Cup at Greystones on Saturday, and sub 
sequently were entertained to dinner in the Grand 
Hotel by the President, Sir James Percy, who 
was supported by Sir Robert Tate, F..T.C.D.; } 
John E. Healy, captain of the Society; con 
],. J, Arnott, Mr. George MacDonagh, Mr. William 
Ireland, and Mr. William Hayes. 

Sir James Percy, in presenting the cup to Mr. 
Leo Ryce, remarked that it was the one trophy of 
many which were competed for annually by the 
members which was specially coveted, for there was 
a high sentimental valve attaching to it, for the 
reason that it wag presented by Sir John A. 
Arnott in memory of his son, John, who was 
killed in the Great War. He apologised for the 
absence of several friends of the Society, who 
would have been present but for the faci that 
they had to attend a dinner to Mr. Stanley Woods, 
who had done eo well in the motor races in the 
Isle of Man. As sportsmen they were all very 
proud of the achievement of the Irishmen who had 
won all three races—tremendously proud of them. 
It was a wonderful thing that from this little 
country three Ilrishmen should go over to the 
isle of Man and carry off the three most important 
events held there. He regretted that Lord 
Glenavy aud the Right Hon. James MacMahon 
had to disappoint at the last moment. Lord 
Glenavy, who was one of their best friends, had 
to attend at the Castle Club, of which he was the 
President, in order to present the Presidcut’s Cup 
to the winner of the competition, which was the 
principal event of the year with thé members of 
the club, 

In proposing the toast of the Society, Sir Robert 
Tate associated with it the name of Mr 
Healy. He said that he was glad to find 
in the circles of the fourth estate of the realm. 
Their Society was one which, he knew, from all 
that he had heard since its inception, had done a 
tremendous amount of good work, and, as Sir 
James had eaid, it had brought together in the 
bonds of good fellowship men who might never 
have come across one another otherwise. In 
another way the Society had been of the greatest 
possible good, because, as he had been given to 
understand, it had been chiefly instrumental in bring- 
ing towards consummation what all Irish sportsmen 
bad been hoping for—the idea of a golf course in 
the Pheenix Park, where the laboufing classes 
might indulge in the great game of golf. He 
made ne apology for using the words “ labouring 
classes “” instead of “ workingmen’”’: he did not 
do so with any disrespect: He believed that they 
themselves were the real workingmen of the 
couptry, and in connection with the public golf 
course he preferred to wse the other term. They 
acard a good deal about class distinction, profit- 
Sharing, uid that hind of thing. So far as he 
persouaily was concerned he did not believe that 
anything could do much to promote all that 
which they believed to be good in society, to do 
away with all jealousics—which were entirely the 
result of ignorance—and to remove that unpleasant 
kina of feeling, as that men should meet te- 
yether in sport, And there was no sport better 
than golf to bring out all that was best in man 
(Applause ) 

Mr. Healy, in responding, said that they 
no longer the Dublin Press Golfing Society ; 
were now the Irish Press Golfing. Society, and 
the. feeling which the Society had created since 
its inception had had excellent resulis throughout 
the country. Their great scheme for establishing 
public golf for all classes in the Phenix Park 
wus making sure, though slow, headway. From the 
outset they had had the good-will of the Free State 
(government. Mr. Blythe, himself a golfer, and a 
keen one, was interested from the start, and they 
had experienced the utmost kindness from Str 
Philip Hanson, Mr. Lefanu, and the other officiais 
of the Board of Works with whom they had been 
brought into contact, while the assistance of Mr. 
Justice Wylie Was invaluable. In the near future 
they expected to make rapid progress with the 
echeme, and he ventured to hope that next vear, 
when they were all there, they would be in a 
position to inform the members of the Society 
and their friends shat the first match had been 
played in the Phenix Park. (Applause.) 

Sir James Percy gave the toast of “Our 
Visitors,” to which Mr. William Ireland replied, 
and "Our Honorary Chauffeurs’’ was responded 
to by Mr. Summerfield. The toast of the President 
was enthusiastically received, and responded to by 
Sir James Percy, in a witty speech. 

t was unanimously decided to send forward a 
recommendation te the annual meeting that Mr. 
Healy be retained as captain of the Society until 
such time asp the public golf course hag become 
an accomplished fact.
